•ay the North Staffordshire regiment, 
numbering 900, arrived at Kosheh camp, 
the southernmost fortified post on the 
Kile yesterday, and will push forward to 
Absarrat today. 


The third brigade reached Absarrat 


safely and the main body of cavalry is ar- 
riving at the present time. Cavalry scouts 
ieportdervisb.ee still in view south of 
Dnglo, but the enemy retreats at the 
•lightest sign of a forward movement. 


The Anglo-Egyptian scoots are feeling 


the way for the advance guard which is 
steadily pushing toward Kasbar, 14 miles 
further south, which will be the next 
place occupied. The weather is eztremley 
hot, but the troops both black and white 
•re fall of enthusiasm and anxious for a 
brush with the enemy. 


All the troops taking part In the expedi- 


tion are now on the march toward 
Dongola. The intelligence department 
reports the dervishes to be gathering in 
force north of Dongalo. 
Clashes are 


expected any moment.

It was made by 


Messrs. Mencclj of West Troy, N. Y., and 
is called the largest church bell iu this 
country. It is four feet and one-half in 
height and 62 inches and one-half in di- 
ameter. 
Its weight with its yoke la 


nearly 6000. A. B. Wilson, of Wheeler 
and Wilson, was granted the privilege 
of ringing the bell for the first time. 


The meeting was one of the most in- 


structive ever held by the association and 
it is regretted that a larger number were 
not present.

The plans for the laying of the Beaver 


extension of the street car service are be- 
ing watohedwith interest by a large num- 
ber'of people in this city but probably the 
residents and property owners along the 
proposed route are more interested than 
any Others. The laying of the big sewer 
line up Union street hill is delaying tbe 
railway company'* plans In that section 
of the route, andwhen the work is fin- 
ished activity will be assumed and the 
work of putting in the road will be rapidly 
pushed. 


The rumors of an intended suit being 


entered against the company by certain 
property owners near the bridge on Un- 
ion street are incorrect but that some 
hindrance will be encountered in that 
neighborhood is not at all improbable.

ties in 1863 calls for a highway of 49} feet 
and President Richmond finds that the 
roadway just across the bridge is only 39} 
feet wide. There are buildings on both 
sides of the road there and who shall be 
obliged to suffer is a pending question. 


The company intends to run its cars 


•cross a bridge to be built on north side 
of present structure and the cars will run 
extremely close to the Quinn block. The 
right of way has been granted the com- 
pany by the city and tbe question which 
now arises is who will make way, the 
company or the owner of the property. 


DIED IN TOMAH. 


A Former Williamstown Resident Passes 


Away in His Western Home. 


The following is taken from the Tomab, 


Wls,, Journal and it will be of interest to 
a large number of the older residents of 
Williamstown and this city. 


Died at the Sherman house in this city, 


on Friday, August 28, of tuberculosis, Mr. 
Frank Sherman, in the 65th year of his 
age.

taph. His life showed his character as a 
fit exponent of St. Paul's counsel, "To do 
good and to distribute forget not, for with 
such sacrifices God is will pleased." 


He is survived by his wife and family.

They smooth 
over the discomforts and make easy the 
new way to the helpless infant on his 
arrival; they give sympathy, comfort and 
courage to the aged in their departure 
from life; and help ease and restore to 
strength 
the mangled and bleeding 


emergency brought in hastily by ambu- 
lance. And more than this, all these may 
require their divided attention at the 
same hour. 


It is you young women of tbe North 


Adams training school who have the 
honor of performing these meritorious 
and delicate duties. 
After two years of 


constant study and discipline those of yon 
who have proved your efficiency receive 
diplomas BB full fledged nurses. This oc- 
casion is to celebrate such an event. To 
you members of the graduating class be- 
long all the glories of the occasion. It is 
eminently fitting after your successful 
labors that this demonstration on tbe 
part of the public should be made and 
these exercises held in honor of your 
graduation. 
~ After Graduation, Wbat Xext? 
Why my young friends with all your tru e 
merit and excellent qualifications one 
might he led to believe that your path- 
way would be strewn with roses and your 
lives turned into joy and sunshine. What 
next after graduation is a question that 
needs a candid and lucid consideration 'iif 
you and us. In answer to it I will briefly 
enumerate some of the peculiar and most

care of your Alma Mater, you will now 
incur new responsibilities and with them 
you will encounter fresh auxletles and 
perplexities.

Following a service 
where you have exercised every possible 
means in your power for tbe welfare of 
your patient your chief reward may be 
harsh criticism and unjust condemnation.

witti the misunderstanding world than 
the members of 


The Medical Profession. 


Forty-one states and most of the terri- 


tories o/ our Union have laws regulating 
the practice of medicine. Most of these 
states, have laws also, regulating the prac- 
tice of dentistry and pharmacy. 


While the statutes do not as yet, pre- 


scribe tbe qualifications of a nurse, or pre- 
tend to regulate the science of nursing, 
yet • acourse may be Justly made to a court 
of law in any case of criminality, gross 
carelessness or neglect laid at your door. 


Your next case may prove to be one of 


erysipelas, diphtheria or smallpox. Would 
that the public could better appreciate 
your courage and realize the true merit 
of your profession when such oases are 
brought to a seccessful Issue by the aid of 
your valiant work. 


Inquiry of me is often made how doctors 


can escape contracting the contagious dis- 
eases to which we are called. This so 
called escape is not so common as is gen- 
erally supposed. Many a noble character) 
from the ranks of the medical profession 
has laid down his life and gone to an early 
grave on account of his unswerving fidel- 
ity and 
Devotion to Dnly. 


If this question be considered as affect- 


ing the physician who is in the presence 
of infection only long enough to prescribe 
for his patient how much more deeply is 
humanity indebted to the faithful nurse, 
who taking her life in her hand remains 
continuously at tbe bedside administer 
ing to the wants of the suffering one. She 
too may lose her health or life even, 
no less a martyr to the great |cause of 
humanity than the patriotic soldier oh the 
9eld who Calls while facing the cannon 
shot or%n enemy. 


But there is certainly one consoling side 


to these facts and that is, you can drop the 
profession whenever you so desire. A 
deserter in the late war when asked why 
he deserted replied "that it was because 


he rather be a live coward than a dead 
hero." Should you desire to retire from 
your profession it occurs to me you could 
easily escape either of these extreme con. 
ditloDs by following the example of your 
worthy predecessor and preceptress. 
Simply captivate a patient fft lite and 
start out upon another pathway called tbe 
matrimonial route. 


Among the many peculiar conditions 


whioh you will encounter, in your chosen 
field of work, none perhaps will give you 
greater annoyance and require more 
energy on your part to successfully eradi. 
cate than the condition of filthiness in 
which you will occasionally find a sick 
family. Unpleasant as it may seem, it is 
nevertheless true that you will be required 
to enter homes reeking in qualities of 
nastiness common to the slovenly house- 
keeper, the imbecile and the drunkard. 
Families of this type of ten have wealth, 
they ore sure to have sickness. They 
employ the physician and seek the ser- 
vices of the trained nurse. You cannot 
well deny them your service. There is no 
doubt that you will h«ve abundant oppor- 
tunity in inch homes to

Remembering that cleanliness is next to 
Godliness. You can there wield a prac- 
tical Christaiii ini.uence as sanitarians. 


It may be your fortune to be on duty in 


one of those angelic families which, tak- 
ing it for granted tbajt a, trained nurse, 
like a doctor, is far different from an 
ordinary human being, will expect yuv. to 
perform your labors without rrquidugf 
food or sleep. 


Receiving advice from the wiseacres 


of 
the 
families 
you 
are serving 


is another experience yon will in all like- 
lihood encounter. You will be informed 
that "dirt ia healthy," "night air is bad1' 
that the efficiency of onions in a sick 
room can be proven by their withered 
condition after a few hours trial. In case 
of dog bite a compress of hair cut from 
the animal should be bound to the wound 
Yon will be adjured by ail that is great 
and good never to remove a patient from 
one bed, ui- room, to another as that is a 
sure sign of calamity and oft times death- 
In fact you must move the patient as little 
as possible excepting to secure a position 
for him para'lel with the magnetic needle 
and with head always toward tbe north. 
This will appear no more ridiculous and 
amusing than your next experience when 
you will be advised as to the proper time 
for weaning the baby, the infallible merit 
of the advice being proven by an exhibi- 
tion of the farmer's almanac showing the 
different phases of the moon. Many such 
Illustrations might be cited but the num- 
ber already given Is enough to show that 
your experience in different homes will be 
ever varying. 


Should any one of you for • moment 


conclude that the life before you is an 
easy one, you will be doomed to disap- 
pointment. Yon will necessarily come 


In Contact wltb all Classes. 


Those living in fine homes and those liv- 
'ng in squalor. The high, the low, tbe 
rich and the poor will alike become your 
patrons. Each, alike, will expect from 
you the best services that you can possibly 
render. To make yourselves agreeable, 
useful and benevolent in your vocation, 
each particular case will require a special 
study and a pplication of skill on your 
part. The nurse should have strict confi- 
dence in the attending physician and 
understanding fully bis Directions see that 
they are enforced. In refractory cases or 
where the nurse has the least intimation 
that the patient or the family is not wholly 
pleased with her services she should 
make the fact known to the attending 
physician, who enjoying fuller confidence 
of the family will often, without apparent 
interference, 
bring about perfect har- 


mony. To the anxious practitioner who 
has critical cases in hand, nothing affords 
greater satisfaction than tbe fee'ing that 
his patients are having the best care pos- 
sible while he is compelled to go on in 
response to tbe next sick call, 
t As a result of attention from skilled 
hands I have often been intormod by pa- 
tients, that they lacked for nothing: in the 
way of care, eayinj, "Doctoi—the nurso 
anticipates ray wants and suppliex them 
before I even think of what I need." It 
is deplorable that so few families as yet 
employ trained nurses. There still lingers

on the part of the masses. We often hoar 
in expression of horror at the mention of 
the term hospit'tl or (rained nurse. Many 
seem imbued with the idea that your veil- 
ing is one of comfort and luxury and that 
all a trained nurse does is to sit by the 
patient, administer the medicine, and a",' 
sume the role of a dignitary, requiring 
much waiting on and making extra, work. 
My experience leads me to believe that 
this distrust is in some measure owing to 
nurses unskillfulness—not lack of good 
training, conscientious merit nor willing- 
ness—but by the term unskillful I mean a 
lack of professional good sense in adapt- 
ing oneself to the particular and oft 
times peculiar case In hand. I am confi- 
dent this distrust and prejudice is last dis- 
appearing. Iu the near future the .care of 
our sick and injured will be entrusted to 
none but skillful hands. 


In my remarks I have referred purposely 


to the dark and unpleasant features of 
your profession, hoping thereby to help 
the public understand more fully that 
luxury and ease are not your aim or com- 
mon lot. 
No doubt as much happiness can be ob- 
tained in this as in any other pursuit if 
rightly sought after and cherished.

which grew Inxariaatly in the Kile, 
many charaiiig legend* have been told. 
It WM believed that it WMIOdelightful 
that tboM who ate of it would never 
leave the q>ot where it giew, bat for it 
would abandon home and fiiende to 
spend their live* in a dream of *nrene 
delight. Homer, in the Odyssey, men- 
tions the lotns eaten, who lived on the 
northern coast of Africa, and records 
their attempt* to detain the followers 
of Ulynei by giving them the fruits of 
the lota* to eat, to that they ihonld 
never with to leave the spot where it 
grew. 


The oame poetical idea is known to 


the Arabs, who call it the "fruit ot des- 
tiny," which ii to be f*t*n in paradise, 
and It it on thi* foundation that Tenny- 
son built hi* charming poem of the 
"Lota* Eater*." Thi* mythical lota* 
bu been identified by eeverol botanists 
with that indlgenon* to Tonic, which i* 
a thorny ihrob, with berries of the size 
of an dive. 


•Hnogo Park found • species of lotus 


in Central America bearing berrie* of a 
delicious taste, which, on being dried 
and pounded, mode very wholesome 
and pleasant bread. 
The lotn* front 


found in Toni* ha* a stimulating, al- 
most intoxicating effect, and it ia there- 
fore probable that thi* plant faruisled 
the foundation of the ancient legends. 


The saored lotn* «f the Egyptians was 


a fine aquatic plant, dedicated, to Osiris 
and Ilia and regarded in Egyptian de- 
lineation* a* signifying the creation of 
the world. Distinct from thi* lotu* wait 
that known a* the blue lotn* of the 
Nile, also a snored plant Both these

CAN BRYAN ANSWEE? 


HOW WILL WAGE EARNERS BENEFIT 


BY HIS COINAGE PLAN? 


If the Priam ot Cotton, Wheat, Pork, Beet 


AT* Bmlwd, Where DOM the Working, 
nan Com* Inr—The) Question Evaded 
la Hli Kow York Speech. 


Mr. Bryan's labored speech at the 


Madison fcjquare Garden ia remarkable 
(or its failure to answer a question of 
vital importance to the voters of tbis 
section of the country. That question ia, 
How are tho earners of wages and of 
salaries* to be benefited by a change in 
the currency which is expressly intended 
to raise the priors of cotton, wheat, 
pork, beef and a!l agricultural and min- 
eral products? 


Mr. Bryan declarer], fit the outset of 


his speech, that the farmers have lost 
more than they have gained by tho 
gold standard, nud asked significantly, 
"What shall it profit as if in trying to 
raise our credit by increasing the pur- 
chasing power of our dollar we destroy 
onr ability to pay the debts already con- 
tracted by lowering (he pnrchaniug 
power of the products With which those 
debts must be paid?" Certainly, if the 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 is going to make it easier to 
pay debts with our agricultural products, 
H is going lo make it harder for the 
buyer of those products to buy them. 


The nearest that Mr. Bryan came-to 


making the answer desired was wbe» 
he said that •'while the gold standard 
raises the purchasing power of the dol- 
lar it makes it more difficult to obtain 
possession of the dollar," and "salaries 
in business occupations depend on busi- 
ness conditions, and the gold standard 
both lessens the amount and threatens 
the permanency of such salaries.'' tTa- 
fortonately for him, these assertions ara 
untrue. 


The country resumed specie payments 


upon a gold basis on Jan. 1, 1879, and 
it has ever since maintained them. We 
appeal to the individual experience of 
our readers to decide whether, since 
1879, wages and salaries have not risen 
and whether it is any harder to get 
them paid now than it was then. Speak- 
ing for The Suu. we assert with pleas- 
ure that we ara paying now higher 
wages and higher salaries than we were 
in 1879 and are employing more men. 
As to other employers we will let statis- 
tics tell the story. 


According to the census of 1880, the 


year after the gold standard had become 
supreme, the number of employees in 
manufacturing establishments that year 
was 2,782,595, and the aggregate wages 
paid them was f 947,958,790, or an av- 
erage of $384 each. In 1890 the number 
of employees was 4,712,823, their aggre- 
gate earnings were $3,283,310,539, and 
the average earned by each was $488. 
Here was an increase of nearly one-half 
under a standard which Mr. Bryan saya 
"both lessens the amount and threatens 
the permanence" of the rewards of 
labor. 


Since the census of 1890 a committee 


of the senate of the United States of 
which Senator Aldrich was chairman 
reported in • 1894 upon the subject of 
wages and prices, that in SI selected 
industries wages were in money 40 per 
cent higher in 1SSO than they weie in 
1860 and 60 per cent higher in 1891 
than they were in I860, while the prices 
of staple articles had fallen between 
1880 and 1800 in some instances one- 
third.

We leave him to explain 
lo his western farmer friends how, 
with the pound sterling worth in silver, 
under free coinage, a sit is now in gold, 
only $4.86, they are c^Ung to get any 
more dollars for the wheat they export 
than they are getting now, and how, if 
they get no more for what they ixport, 
they will get more for what they sell in 
thin country. Perhaps some of his bi- 
metallist frier.clB can help him ont of 
the dilemma.—Now York Sun.

The circular says: 
"This sum (nearly $10,000,000,000) 


mnst be paid at some time or other, for 
death is certain. How shall it be paid? 
In what kind of dollars—dollars in gold 
worth 100 cants or dollars in silver 
worth 53 cents or less? The insurance 
policy itself is an agreement to pay in 
lawful money, and the main issue in- 
volved in the forthcoming election 
brings home to every policy holder this 
question: In what commodity shall the 
payment ba made? With silver dollars 
and gold dollars at a parity the ques- 
tion answers itself, but with dollars 
wo-th only 53 cents wlnt may be the 
effect on tho wifo and children for 
whom the policy holder hoped to pro- 
vio in tl'o event of bis death or on his 
busiuosei which he expects to straighten 
out w'th the proceeds of his policy? 
What may bo the effect on the compe- 
tency lor bis old age whicb he expected 
to derive from honest dollara, and 
which may be payable in doubtful dol- 
lars if the. free coinage of silver is 
adopted? The premiums have been paid 
in gold or its equivaleunt, ami to com- 
pel the policy holder or his family to 
r.ccept one-half the "aluo that lie bus 
paid for it at the maturity of the chum 
woald be as iniqui'onB and indefensible 
ns though he had l>con robbed on the 
highway. If the vinws of the Chicago

for the payment of their claims in gold 
dollais. 
The platform on which lie 


stands reads in p-wt as follows: 


"'Wedemaiid that the standard sil- 


ver dollar shall be a full legal tender, 
equally with gold, for all debts, public 
or private, aiid we favor such legisla- 
tion n» will prevent for the future the 
demonetization of any kind of legal 
tender money by private contract.'

No one responsible for the 
nianiigenient of these sacred trusts 
should fail to denounce the flnnneinl 
heresies of the Chicago platform or re- 
fuse to join in bringing about the de- 
feat of their advocate."

metaphor that struck our ancestors as so 
admirable strikes us still, and we continue 
to use the apt adjective which, first given 
by Shakespeare or Milton, sounds as fresh 
today as when originally applied. 


The "bubble reputation," the "itching 


palm," the "milk of human kindness," 
the "undiscovered country," the "green 
eyed monster," still our favorite syno- 
nyms for fame, covetousness, humanity, 
eternity and jealousy, uro from Shake- 
speare, who bus indeed furnished, us with 
much of our small coin His adjectives aro 
the most apposite, too, of any in tho lan- 
guage.

life," "a towering passion,"." around un- 
varnished tale," "hairbreadth 'scapes" 
and many more common expressions whose 
list it were bat "damnable iteration" to 
extend.

Practical Advice by a Teacher Coaommf 


Way* of PraeU«n>(. 


Most students reckon their practico 


by the «ne devoted to it. If they read 
the biographies of great performers, they 
will see that this is not the mode of 
practice of such great men and women 
M perseverance. They play difficult 
paManesM &»>>y times M necessary. 
Go to your practice with a purpose. 
Practice little portion*- of a piece at on* 
sitting. Begin by playing one portion 
over 10 times slowly nnd carefully. H 
you cannot master it after that, then 
play it 80 times; if 80 times has not 
conquered it, then 40 times, and tbnl 
keep on doubling the number till you 
have thoroughly learned one little por- 
tion. An eminent teacher gives through 
the columns of Thefitude the following 
advice about ways of practicing: 


AH difficult parts of a composition 


Bhonld be practiced separately, spending 
the most time on those which are the 
most difficult, of coarse. It is well to 
play from the technical side first, but 
not to beeome tied to this plan, for one 
must be able to give a musical and ex- 
pressions! performance of a piece some- 
times at first sight—this, of coarse, to 
some easy piece, and this applies to the 
great majority of teachers. 


Very slow practice is essential. Per- 


haps do one passage ten times, then try 
it at its right tempo, and if it does not 
go correct with ease try it 10 or 100 
times more, gcii.g slow enough to make 
every note of it certainly correct in all 
points. After the first reading give an 
outline expression or a careful use of 
tho best touch. Above all, play with 
brains. A good touch must always be 
used, and as soon as the mere technical 
uifflcul'-y is master VI variety of touch 
should be applied. However, the stac- 
cato toncli can be used at the Srat read- 
ing if the passage is one of some length. 


After the piece goes well and is mem- 


orized drop it fur a few weeks and let 
it ripen; thea trke it np again, giving 
it a oarefzl finish, and use the varieties 
of touch best adapted to bring oat its 
content—iii abort, bring it np to the 
best that there is in yon. 


It is au economy of time to have more 


than one important piece in hand, prac- 
ticing quite a time on one, and then rest 
your ears and brain by doing good work 
on another, alternating them, even at 
the same sitting. It ia more of a rest 
when the two pieces are qnite unlike. 
Do not sit two hours at a time, and it 
is useless to practice over four hours a 
day. If yt>ci need eight or ten hours a 
day, you will never be an artist—per- 
haps a pianist, surely never an artist. 


Glovo Cms*. 


A glove case, especially useful for 


traveling, as it is flat and therefore takes 
up but little space, can be made with 
comparatively little trouble. It is com 
posed of two pieces of cardboard, 14 % 
inches long and 4^ wide, covered with 
velvet or brocade—anything you like—- 
and lined With a dainty silk, striped for 
choice. The initial must of course be 
worked on the material before it covers

the cardboard, and the embroidery silk 
should correspond with the prevailing 
tone of color used in lining and ribbons, 
which are sewed on and tied as shown. 


Inside this ingenious case reposes a 


piece of fine, soft flannel, 18 inches by 
10, the edges carefully "pinked,'' and 
a further adornment of feather stitching 
added, by way of a border, using tho 
same silk as that with which the initial 
was worked. The gloves are carefully 
wrapped in the flannel, which preserves 
them from damp; then the case is tied 
fiat and neat, and yonr work is com- 
plete.

and especially is one indispensable in 
the room ot a guest, who frequently 
longs for a short nap, but refrains from 
taking one in the fear of disturbing a 
beautifully made or decorated bed.
